then voted to pay the. additional fee, 
carrying’ the: issue with’ a ‘large * “mia- 
jority. : 

According to ae: Ww. - Cfanshewr, 
Bureer, . the. ‘incidental - fee for the 
1930 ‘semester will remain’ the same’ 
as it was when school opened in 
September. If the stuvents agree 
to have “The Omahan” for 1930, an 
additional fee of two dollars and a 
half will be added to the regular 
incidental fee for the spring semester. 
This amount will be given over to 
the. annual, 

“The Omahan” will be issued just 
after the annual university , “Gala 
Day” is observed, if the vote favors 
it. The Student Council.has not yet 
decided definitely upon the date for 
“Gala Day.”

If the student vote favors pub- 
lication of the annual, another elec- 
tion will be required at once to fill 
the offices of editor-in-chief and busi- 
ness manager for “The Omahan.”
